
GKKAT HHNL> DEFEATS DONNA KITA. 

“Just a little suDshine’’ thawed out the 
crickets of the turf, and their chirping made 
things lively for the sixteen bookmakers at 
Harlem yesterday. The track was about as bad 
as it could be, although no rain had fallen for 
twelve hours. The air was not uncomfortably 
cool and by comparison, just as the Austrian, 
imprisoned by the Dervishes, is happy now that 
he IS released and can put on a clean shirt 
oftener than once in four years, the racegoers 
enjoyed themselves 

Tom Barrett’s good colt Teutons (it is said 
that “War J ig“ Murphy tcok a $20 bill for him) 
was always the favorite for the first race, and 
he won by a neck from Judge Wofford in a 
pretty finish, participated in by five horses. 
J. J. T. went out and opened a big gap on ail 
the others except Sam Lazarus Esq. The latter 
raced the newcomer to death, but killed him- 
self, although he led at the last 150 yards 
Teutons, a slow beginner, did not get up until 
the last few strides, when' he appeared on the 
extreme outside, attended by La Josephine, 
^hn, being at his saddle fifty yards out, still 
got third money. Jndge Wofford had 
taken the rails at the last turn and could not 
have been caught until the last few strides. He 
ran well in the race wherein Teutons beat 
Espionage, but since has done poorly. -Sam 
Lazarus Esq finished close up. as did Miss 
Dooley. Nellie Fonso was last away to a fair 
start. 

W’. C. T. led all the way in the second race 
and won with a trifle to spare from Mistral II , 
who was never worse than third. Up the bact - 
stretch Agitator was second but dropped to 
fourth coming into the straight and there 
finished, just beaten by Sunburst. The latter 
ran two lengths in front of Ramona up the 
backstretch, the pair being behind all the 
others and many lengths back of W. C. T. 
Ramona finished fifth, three lengths behind 
Agitator. Her head was bobbing the first part 
and W. Dean, who rode her, has a queer idea of 
racing in the mud, for no horse could gain the 
gr(<und she had lost in such heavy going. 

In the mile and a half dash George Lee, lying 
off for a mile a few lengths ahead of W'inslow. 
came up to the leaders. Clay Poynter, Beth- 
lehem Star and Lucid, on the far torn and had 
everything beaten at the last quarter, walking 
home. Winslow made play when George Lee 
started to go on, but could never get up. He 
beat Clay Poynter several lengths for place, 
the last named horse having a hard tussle with 
Bethlehem Star; the others beaten off. Hosi 
was third for three-quartars then dropped out 
of it. Lucid ran well for a mile. 

The fourth race was the betting event of the 
day, and although Timemaker was at all time? 
the favorite the play was strongest on Great 
Bend and Donna Rita. The former showed in 
front at the first turn, but as Dean, on Donna 
Rita, showed a disposition to take the track, 
Dupee laid along closely behind Licalzi’s filly 
with Great Bend. The pair ran right off from 
the others, so that passing the half Timemaker 
and Basquil were five lengths away and this 
■'^'^ance widened so that Timemaker, third, 
beaten fifteen lengths at the finish. Gov- 
ernor Sheehan was outrun all the way. At the 
upper turn Donna Rita, who was leading by 
two open lengths, “did something.’’ Whether 
she stumbled or was taken back it is Lot easy 
to decide, but she lost ground and yet her head 
was high in air. At the sixteenth inside the 
straight she was driving (so was she the other 
day), but now she failed to respond and Great 
Bend, hard held, beat her home quite comfort- 
ably. There were two pounds in favor of Great 
Bend as against the weights cf the previous 



race, which was one sixteenth further and won 
by Donna Rita. Probably Great Bend had be- 
come accustomed to the mud. 

Josephine B., the property of Tom Barrett, 
was a groat tip for the next race on the 
strength of a fast trial and was backed from 6 
down to 3, then advancing to 4 to 1. There were 
several breakaways and her party thought this 
delay at the post would beat her, but when the 
gate wont up she took command and opened a 
gap instanter. Sea Lion, however, got to her 
at the head of the straight and both losing 
ground by going wide for the path. Doremus, 
next the rails, was abreast of the loaders at the 
last eighth. The trio drove home and from the 
grandstand none could say which horse had 
won. Col. Clark placed them, Josephine B, 
Sea Lion, Doremus. Our Nellie ran a fair 
fourth and Currassier was well up. Buena 
Ventura, well backed, showed third on the turn. 

Seventeen indifferent racehorses contested 
the last race. Grey John and Fred Broens re- 
ceiving ihe most backing. Ironical was sent 
from 100 down to 30 at the post. The race was 
run in the dark. Fred Bjoens won, he sticking 
to the inside rail in the homestretch, being the 
only horse to win during the day from that 
position. Surmount was third at the last 
quarter and was easily second from Peg Parks, 
she just beating Gnome, the others strung out. 
One horse was left at the post, the start other- 
wise being a good one. There were several 
breakawaj^. 

George C. Bennett, of Memphis, has bought 
of W. H. Roller, King’s Counsel, ch. c, 4, by 
Queen’s Counsel— Dazzling Light. This horse 
nromised much, but went amiss last year. He 
will be used as premier stallion at Mr. Bennett’s 
stock farm, an elegant place of 1,100 acres 
located near Memphis. Its owner has a harem 
of splendidly bred mares, many of which were 
good racers, among them Charm, Urania, Irish 
Lady, Miss Frances (sister to Strathmeath), 
Jane, Nina Louise, Dot S and Letter B. An- 
other stallion on the place is Dr. Walmsley. 
Mr. Bennett will race a string of fifteen head at 
New Orleans the coming season. Many of the 
lot are good horses not started this year. 
Jockey O’Leary, famed in the east, has been 
secured by Mr. Bennett, as his former employ- 
ers, the Hitchcuck’s, have gone to jumping 
horses. O’Leary can ride at 100 pounds. 

J. J. Carroll is apt to be insulting to his 
patrons, and yesterday spoke harshly to a man 
who at once went to the judges stand w’ith a 
complaint against the bookmaker. Col. Clark, 
it is understood, was at first inclined to rule off 
Carroll, but later reconsidered as ths tall Vir- 
ginian promised to apologize to the injured 
party and conduct himself like a gentleman m 
future. 

Harry White, after acceptably filling the posi- 
tion of patrol and paddock judge at Haw- 
thorne, is again in harness working for the 
success of the winter meeting at New Orleans. 
He has been in the employment of the Crescent 
City Jockey Club for nine years. 

Colonel May, Ex-Secretary of the Gloucester 
track in its palmy days, and later known in the 
west as the owner of the fast sprinter. Captain 
Brown, has of late suffered from rheumatic 
gout and yesterday was taken to St. Luke’s 
Hospital for treatment. 

Ed Austin says that a letter from his wife 
tells that the health conditions of New Orleans 
are of the best, as the city has been cleaned as 
never before. The schools are open and there 
is no fear of yellow fever. 

Eugene Leigh is lauded on all sides for his 
excellent management of the Pepper horses, 
the sale of which reassures breeders of good 
stock. 

Ed Trotter has arrived from the Canada cir- 



cuit. Yesterday Clay Poynter and Buena Ven- 
tura ran in bis colors. 

Ed Corrigan will not leave for California in- 
side of a w^eek. He is now almost as good as 
new. 

George Crozier was down from Milwaukee. 

GOSSIP OF THE TUKF. 

Captain J. B. Viley, proprietor of Stonewall 
Stud, where is established Mr. James Galway’s 
Preakness Stud, on Tuesday last shipped to 
Mr. Galway at New York six Preakness bred 
yearlings, which Captain Viley pronounces as 
good a lot as he ever sent to Mr. Galway. They 
were as follows : 

Bay colt, by Belvidere— Merci. 

Brown colt, by Linden— Crochet (brother to 
Crocket). 

Chestnut colt, by Belvidere— Bonnie Bess. 

Chestnut colt, by Belvidere— Lindelle. 

Chestnut filly, by Linden— Zara. 

Chestnut filly, by Belvidere— Vintage (sister 
to Boldemere). 

Chestnut filly, by Montana Regent— Bonnie 
Lizzie. 

These colts were broken at the Versailles fair 
grounds track and all showed well. The Vin- 
tage filly and Bonnie Bess colt worked a quarter 
in 23i, with stake weight up. This is very fast 
for that track. Capt. Viley declares that he 
will risk his reputation as a judge of horseflesh 
on these two becoming racehorses. The others 
worked in :24. The brother to Crocket goes like 
a racehorse, but he is so large that little was 
done with him. This colt and the Zara filly are 
each sixteen hands high. All these yearlings 
will be put in Mr. Galway’s training stable.— 
The Thoroughbred Record. 

But two weeks will elapse before the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club will throw open its gates at 
Emeryville, and the fall racing season will be 
on in full blast. The prospects are excellent 
for a good meeting, and although the number 
of high-class horses will not be as large as later 
on, when the stables now racing in the east will 
have arrived, still the outlook for good fields 
and good racing is excelleat. Last year, 
owing to the dry season which prevailed 
in this state, there were more sunshiny days 
than can be expected or hoped for this 
year. But though the winter months in Cali- 
fornia are called the “rainy season,” there are 
three times as many days during which the sun 
shines and overcoats and umbrellas are dis- 
carded as those on which rain falls and the 
mercury drops below 70 degrees. The track and 
stables at Emeryville are in the very best pos- 
sible condition, and many improvements for the 
accommodation of horsemen and visitors have 
been completed during the summer. — The 
BreeJer and Sportsman. 

Scott Williams, the owner of the 2-year-old 
colt Eastabrooks,who ran second to Hub Prather 
in the mile race at Latonia on Wednesday, has 
protested the payment of the purse to the owner 
of the latter on rather novel grounds. Prather 
is owned by S. M. Henderson, who, it Is claimed, 
is not a licensed trainer. Williams, therefore, 
claims that Prather is not entitled to the 
purse. Henderson, however, claims that 
Prather is trained by Bob Campbell, who 
is licensed. Williams claims that Hen- 
derson is the trainer and the Latonia judges 
will be asked to decide this point. There is no 
rule, however, covering the case, it being 
granted that Henderson is not a licensed trainer 
and handles the colt. There is a rule which 
says that a horse not trained by a licensed 
trainer shall not be allowed to start, but there 
is no rule by which the judges could take away 
a purse that was won under these conditions. 
The point is a novel one, and the Latonia judges 
at present are wrestling with it and will render 
a decision in a few days.— Cincinnati Commer- 
cial-Tribune. 



NO LOCAL RACING NEXT WEEK. 

The present Harlem meeting will close today. 
There will be no racing in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago for one week. Sheffield will then open 
and run for a term of fifteen days. 

Secretary Nathanson said last night that the 
reason for closing the meeting at Harlem so 
abruptly was the bad weather and miserable 
condition of che track. The latter is entirely 
unfit to race over now, and naturally before it 
gets good it will be in a worse condition. A 
majority of the horsemen and jockeys now here 
will remain and take part in the Sheffield 
meeting. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

W. O. Scully, acting for John Farrell, the 
poolroom man of New Orleans, yesterday 
bought from T. C. McDowell the four-year-old 
colt Sangamon, which Mr. Scully will train 
and race at the coming meeting of the Cres- 
cent City Jockey Club. The price paid for 
the colt was reported to be $500. This indicates 
a sharp deterioration in the value put upon 
Sangamon, if all reports are true. In a race at 
Newport a year ago last spring the colt, then a 
three-year-old, uith weight up, ran a mile in 
better than 1:40. It was reported after that 
race that Mr. McDow'ell was offered $7,500 for 
the colt. Sangamon has proved a disappoint- 
ment since that race, and yesterday his owner 
let him go for $500. — Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The horsemen at Latonia are preparing a peti- 
tion to have the present meeting extended un- 
til about November 15, or two weeks longer than 
the schedule dates. The petition will be pre- 
sented to the Latonia management some time 
next week, and at present it is not known what 
action will be taken on it. The horsemen at 
Latonia, a majority of whom will take their 
strings to the New Orleans track, will ask in 
the petition that Latonia extend the meet in 
order to fill in the time between November 1 
and the Crescent City track’s opening. 

L. V. Bell’s purchases at the recent Galway 
sale, the useful 2-year-old colts Havelock and 
Hungarian, have arrived at the Latonia track 
consigned to J. J. Marklein, who will handle 
Mr, Bell’s horses next year. Marklein will 
take them, with Matanza and the others of the 
Bell lot, and G. B. Cox, Millstreara and some 
yearlings belonging to himself, to Memphis to 
winter. He will send Mariti, Voyageur, Faver- 
sham and six or eight others to New Orleans at 
the close of the Latonia meeting. 

Horse owners are reminded that the first 
batch of Pacific Coast Jockey Club stakes close 
today. It is becoming pretty chilly hereabouts 
while out at Frisco it is now June weather and 
strawberries aie large and luscious. There is 
six mopths of steady racing for fat purses and 
big stakes with never a suspicion of cold 
weather, ice or snow. These stakes are to be 
followed by many others but now is the last 
time to make sure of being represented in those 
now advertised. 

J. V. Carter has decided to bring his good 
filly Guess Me, as also his other horses now at 
Latonia, back to Chicago to add to the attrac- 
tions at Harlem. Guess Me has proved herself 
one of the best of her sex in the west. 

The Windsor meeting closes next Tuesday, 
and the horsemen there are trying to arrange 
for a fall meeting at Nashville to fill in the gap 
prior to the opening at New Orleans. 

Sam Hildreth has sold Double Quick to ex- 
Starter “Curley” Brown, who is gathering a 
stable for a winter campaign at New Orleans. 

The California Jockey Club has fitted up 
handsome new headquarters at the corner of 
Kearney and Morton streets.
